Force of 100 Officers, Sent to 
Textile Mill, Struggles With

New Bedford, Mass., July 24 (A.P.).— 
The worst outbreak since the textile 
strike began here more than fifteen 
weeks ago ocurred at the Sharp mill 
tonight when seven police officers were 
asasulted, three of them _ seriously.

Earlier in the day District bacteriolo- 
gists announced that they had com- 
pleted their analysis of the box lunches 
provided the excursionists by the Cen- 
tral Union Mission and had failed to 
rr any traces of poison or decomposi- 
tion, 

Health Officer William cC. Fowler 
said that, in his opinion, the epidemic 
of vomiting and fainting was caused by 
a “combination of circumstances’’— 
heat, exertion and excitement, too 
much water and the eating of food that 
had been exposed to the sun. Nobody, 
he said, could assign a specific cause 
for the outbreak. 


Qulet Investigation Made.

Two deck hands who were given box 
lunches as a reward for their work, 
Merton reported, threw them overboard 
when they smelled the eggs. A woman 
who went on the excursion with her 
two grandchildren told him, :Merton 
said, that she and one of her grand- 
children were taken ill after eating the 
eggs. A second grandchild, he said, 
didn’t eat the eggs and was not af- 
fected. 

An officer of the boat, Merton said. 
heard people all around him blaming 
the eggs. He also recalled that Dr. I. 
Rutkoski, the Emergency Hospital 
physician, who treated most of the 
stricken excursionists, declared that the 
eggs were “rotten.” 

“We are not issuing this statement 
in a spirit of criticism,” said Mr. Wood- 
ard last night, “but in a spirit of help- 
fulness and in the interest of fair play. 
We have only admiration for the good 
women of the mission, but they should 
guard against such a thing in the fu- 
ture. 

“We also want to reply to veiled in- 
sinuations that the food and drinks 
sold at Marshall Hall were responsible 
for the ‘illness. The health authorities 
of Charles County, Md., have given that 
resort a clean bill of health. I think 
it is significant that there were no out- 
breaks of illness there before this ex- 
cursion and there have been none since, 
although excursions are being held all 
the time.”

Manchuria Issue Delays

Withdrawal of half of the armed 
force of the United States at Tient- 
sin, China, was announced yesterday

Nanking Clash First Issue. 


Under these circumstances, settle- 
ment of the Nanking incident where 
American lives were lost and American 
properties destroyed will probably pre- 
cede the opening of negotiations for 
treaty revision. The Nationalists are 
understood to be willing to make 
proper restitution and full amends to 
the United States for the Nanking 
affair. 

Tariff autonomy for China, gradual 
abolition of extraterritorial rights and 
the substitution of new treaties for 
the old unequal pacts are all expected 
as a matter of course. - Blunt abroga- 
tion of existing treaties does not appear 
advisable or necessary in view of the 
fact that negotiations and enactment 
of new treaties would automatically 
terminate the old ones. Some of the 
Nationalist leaders have favored sum- 
mary ending of the unéqual treaties 
with all the powers but the policy 
which the powers have pursued in 
following American leadership has had 
the effect of curbing the radical pro- 
posals and encouraging a more mod- 
erate course by the Nationalists. 

De jure recognition of the Nationalist 
government by the Government of the 
United States is anticipated in the 
relatively near future but it is under- 
stood that the Nanking incident and 
the opening of negotiations for treaty 
revision are regarded as more impor- 
tant than the formality of recognition. 
It may still be necessary for the United 
States to exert its influence with cer- 
tain. foreign powers to prevent dis- 
ruption of the present Chinese program 
of consolidation under Nationalist rule. 


United States Banned Force. 


It was the influence of the United 
States which prevented the powers from 
adopting a policy of war and force to- 
ward China at the time of the Nan- 
king incident and during the attack 
on Shanghai. Every form of pressure 
was exerted on Secretary Kellogg at that 
time to win American support for the 
policy of joint international action, 
based on retribution and military 
force. The Peking diplomatic corps 
and even American Minister MacMur- 
ra” favored joint action by the powers 
in that crisis. But Secretary Kellogg 
vetoed the plan and chose to announce 
an independent American policy which 
caused the powers to alter their plans 
and ultimately led to the program of 
conciliation which permitted the Chi- 
nese the Ives to bring order out of 
theratened! chaos.

Santander, Spain, July 24 (A.P.).—

Fishermen Made Flares From 
Garments in Hope of 
Attracting Aid, 


NO WATER WHEN SAVED 


New York, July 24 (A.P.).—Two men 
who went to sea for a fishing excur- 
sion off the Florida coast, only to 
drift helplessly for six days when their 
craft became disabled, told the story 
of their mishap today when the Pan- 
ama Pacific steamer Manchuria, which 
rescued them Sunday 95 miles from 
St. Augustine, reached port. 

Charles R. Stone and Aaron Cox, the 
latter a negro, were the adventurers. 
Three hours after they set out from 
Lake Worth, Fla., with enough food to 
last three weeks, their speed boat’s 
magneto failed. Stoné labored with 
it for eighteen hours, and when he 
finally fixed it the boat had drifted 
far out to sea. 

Within four miles of shore the gaso- 
line gave out.and the craft sprang a 
leak. The men rigged sails from jump- 
ers and canvas, but their emergency 
equipment could not counteract the 
current of the Gulf Stream. 

Saturday night they made flares from 
the flooring of the boat and their 
clothes. No vessel answered their sig- 
nal. They carefully apportioned their 
meager water supply. On Sunday aft- 
ernoon, two hours after their water 
had been exhausted, they sighted the 
Manchuria and coaxed their crippled 
craft toward her track. 

Capt. James FE. Roberts, 
the steamer, changed his 
six miles and picked them up. Stone 
and Cox were put in the ship’s hos-

EUROPE’S IDLE WORKERS. 

What is termed “‘crisis relief’? in Germany, 
the system which the labor department of the 
country has just announced, differs from the 
method that England has been forced to adopt 
for the reabsorption of its out-of-work in- 
dustrials in that the German plan contemplates 
home employment, while the other proposes 
emigration upon a large scale. Germany is 
still relying upon doles, -while England has 
found that 200,000 unemployed can not pos- 
sibly be cared for at home. Germany, in ad- 
dition to giving doles, requires that the one 
out of work shall scour his district for employ- 
ment, and only in case of failure is he per- 
mitted to go into some other district. 

The matter of reabsorption of labor groups 
which have been dislocated, is an old one in 
Europe’s history, the most striking instance 
arising from the conditions that followed upon 
the Black Death. In England sumptuary laws 
were enacted against “lusty vagrants” which 
gave te any one the right to require the idler 
to work. Provision of employment is the acute 
problem, however, that has existed in Europe 
since the war. Germany is stimulating emi- 
gration beside using domestic resources for 
curtailment of the condition, but England has 
concluded very definitely that in the heavy 
employment groups there is just so much ab- 
solute surplus that can not expect to find 
employment.

persons to a family. Emigration may not 
draft thus heavily, however, if some part of 
the army of the unemployed can be cared for 
in other parts of the homeland. 

This situation abroad represents the final 
stage of readjustment of the working forces 
to the state of the industries. It is in line 
with economic requirement, that labor units 
shall be profitably employed, if not in one in- 
dustry then in another and if not in one sec- 
tion then in another; and as a last resort, that 
surplus human material shall be forced out of 
the country.

CONTROL OF MARKET GLUT. 

Given the figures for the consumption of 
any vegetable food or fruit for a day or week, 
for any community or section, and it is pos- 
sible to make allowance for the variation in 
prices due to crop conditions, and thus to ar- 
rive at a forecast and tabulation of the poten- 
tial consumption. Human appetite is a fairly 
computable factor for communities, as it is 
for hotels and other institutions that provide 
for the table in bulk. A markgt news service 
has been found to be as practicable as a 


weather service, and thus the producers and 


the shippers, by combining in clearing houses, 
are guided in the shipment of their perishable 
produce and fruits so as to avoid a glut. Noth- 
ing is more discouraging to the grower than to 
send his truck to a city that is already over- 
stocked and have it sold for a song or perhaps 
lost altogether, when, if shipped elsewhere, 
it might have brought good returns. The 
lack of balance in supply and demand works 
to the disadvantage of both shipper and con- 
sumer. 

The system of clearing houses for the dis- 
tribution of fruit and vegetables has been 
worked out with much satisfaction in the 
Imperial Valley. It is entirely feasible for 
the entire field of production. The basis of 
such organized marketing is adequately pro- 
vided by the Department of Agriculture 
through its carload lots selling advices. 

In this way the shippers may be able to 
send to a city upon a given day its allotment 
of a particular product, according to the in- 
formation supplied them as to expectations, 
the volume of consumption on that day or 
during that week. Supplied not only with 
the information as to normal need, but also the 
normal price, the grower will be relieved of 
much of the uncertainty which attends his 
enterprise, and the consumers will be served 
with regularity and at a rate that will save 
them the fluctuations of price that come from 
spasmodic methods of marketing. It has be- 
come essential that market gluts of produce 
that does no more than pay the freight charges 
shall be superseded by regulated marketing. 


IRRIGATION AS A SCIENCE.

JURY REFORM. 


The average jury panel drawn today is 
frequently not a jury of one’s peers,"’ says 
District Attorney R. S. Newcombe, of New 
York. Herein lies significant comment anent 
the present agitation in New York City for 
jury reform. The olden theory of the jury, 
that it consists of a body of men drawn from 
all walks of life, should obtain today. In re- 
forming the jury system it is not proper, as 
has been suggested in New York, to arrange 
for a body of men chosen from the upper strata 
of business or society alone. Such a jury 
would be just as unfairly constituted, from 
the standpoint of the defendant, as the present- 
day jury, from service upon which the business 
man is usually able to obtain release. 

Agitation for reform of the jury system was 
precipitated in New York by a study completed 
by the Merchants Association, proving that 
business men and executives rarely serve upon 
juries. According to the study clerks and 
salesmen constitute 28 per cent of the total of 
all jurors, while businéss men, manufacturers 
and bankers each comprise a little more than 
1 per cent of the total. Such a situation cries 
for reform. 

Following the. disclosures made by the 
Merchants Association various suggestions 
were made by organizations and individuals 
for reform. The New York Rotary Club, for 
example, offered “its membership and its full 
cooperation in aiding to secure the right type 
of juryman for the courts.” It would not be 
proper, of course, to draft a jury comprised 
exclusively of Rotarians, but if other organiza- 
tiotis should follow the lead of Rotary, each 
living up to its promise, it should not be diffi- 
cult to obtain responsible and representative 
panels from which New York juries could be 
drawn. 4 

“The principle of trial by jury,” says Mr. 
Newcombe, “‘is not at fault. The fault lies in 
the operation of the principle. If the jury 
system is sensibly administered by compelling 
every man to do his share of jury service just 
as we compel every man to do his share of 
military seryice I believe the criticism that is 
now justified would in a large measure be 
withdrawn.” These are sensible words. Ap- 
plication of them could be accomplished by 
altering two details of present practice. Of 
primary importance is the withdrawing of thé 
right to exemption from jury service now 
granted to too many groups.

English Money and a Rural Visit 


The smallest piece of paper money is 
the ten- “shilling note. Next comes the 
famous “pound” which has a value of 
$4.86. There used to be a gold coin 
known as a “guinea,” which had the 
value of $5.11. It is no longér minted, 
but English doctors and lawyers are 
still in the habit of charging so many 
“guineas” for their fees. The payment 
is figured at 21 shillings per guinea. 

I have paid a visit to a tiny country 
village known as Clifford Chambers, in 
company with an English friend, Mr. 
Rex Asquith. At the village he pointed 
out a large home which is mentioned 
in the Domesday Book. Most of the 
building was destroyed by fire some 
years ago, and the place has been re- 
built; but part of one wing is very 
old. The Domesday Book vas made by 
order of William the Conqueror in the 
year 1086. It is a collection of records 
of the lands and houses in England, 
made for the purpose of laying taxes. 
It is now in the S3ritish Museum,

Leviathan and Others of Line 
Will Be Disposed Of October 
1, if Bids Are Suitable. 


PLANS FOR OTHER CRAFT], 


(Associated Press.) . 


The Shipping Board yesterday set 
October 1 as the date for opening bids 
for the proposed sale of the United 
States Lines and the, American Mer- 
chant Lines. 

The decision was reached after an 
all-day conferences, and’ it was an- 
nounced that the form of advertisement 
for bids, now being prepared by the 
Merchant Fleet Corporation, would be 
ready for final approval of the board 
before August 1. 

The board recently approved eight 
alternate plans for the sale of the two 
services. The United States Lines con- 
sist of six passenger vessels, the Levia- 
than, Georgé Washington, President 
Harding, President Roosevelt, the Amer- 
ica and the Republic. The American 
Merchant Lines is composed of the 
combination passenger-cargo vessels, 
only five of which are to be sold. In 
addition, the passenger ships Mount 
Vernon and the Monticello are to be 
offered for sale. 

Under the plans for the sale of the 
lines vessels may be purchased as a 
combined line, or separately, and with 
the choice of practically any combina- 
tion of ships to compose the lines.

Chemists Told How Fusel Oil 
ls Replaced; Hog By- 
Products Grow. 


Evanston, IIl., vuly 24 (A.P.).—Waste 
cornstalks as an aid to the quicker 
and cheaper manufacturing of motor 
cars was described before the Institute 
of Chemistry at Northwestern Univer- 
sity today by C. L. Gabriel, Terre 
Haute, Ind. 

From the waste cornstalks, Mr. 
Gabriel said, butyl alcohol is derived, 
taking the place @ fusel oil as a sol- 
vent in the manufacture of lacquers 
and making it possible to put 
a finish on an automobile in a 
few hours where once it required 
weeks. 

H. G. Knight, of the Federal Bureau 
of Chemistry and Soils. explained how 
chemistry has made possible the use 
of other waste products. Citrus grow- 
ers who once paid $1 a ton to have 
waste products hauled away, he said, 
now sell the same refuse for $12 a ton 
for use as citric acid and lemon and 
orange oil. Thirty by-product indus- 
tries are affiliated with the hog in- 
dustry, established from what not 
long ago was waste material.

156 feet and 158 feet. 

American hammer throwing hopes 
were raised by the performances *of 
Edmund Black, Maine collegian, who 
eclipsed anything he has every shown 
previously by whirling the ball 174 
feet in practice and also putting three 
other throws beyond 170 feet. Coach 
Johnny Magee had high praise for 
Black’s remarkable improvement.

hostilities that these patrons come 
away with only a vague notion of what 
went on, an effect comparable to the 
literary culture that one derives from 
seeing Romeo and Juliet in the silent 
drama. 

It might seem that a reduction of 


the price to $3 would retard business 
in those outlying areas just so much 
more, but there are enough reasons for 
thinking this might not be the case to 
justify the experiment. For one thing, a 
$5 bill is regarded as appreciable money, 
whereas, in New York City, at least, 
$3 is not much good unless it is ac- 
companied by $2 more. Thus Mr. Rick- 
ard’s decision temporarily elevates the 
sum of 83 to the ¢tatus of money, and 
it is no trifling public service to invent 
a use for $3 in New York City. 

Then, also, Mr. Rickard may have 
been mindful that customers of all de- 
grees dread the painful sensation of 
paying money to the Government. At 
#5, the customer donates 50 cents to 
the United States Treasury to pay the 
wages of prohibition agents and Federal 
judges who issue injunctions forbid- 
ding citizens to quit their jobs. 


But the first $3 paid for a ticket 
is exempt from the 25 per cent tax, 
and there may be 7,000 persons of 
sufficiently strong principle to buy 
seats at $3 merel, for the pleasure 
it would give them to avoid paying 
50 cent: to Andrew Mellon.

Bob King, who recalls the last per- 
formance of Ellen Terry in Washington, 
also remembers what an old-time dra- 
matic critic had to say of her art. 

“Never has the poetry of Shakespeare 
fallen from human lips in a strain of 
such melody—with such teeming free- 
dom of felicitous delivery and such dul- 
cet purity of diction,” wrote William 
Winter of Ellen Terry over 40 years ago 
on her first visit to America with her 
famous associate, Henry Irving. Years 
afterward in his imperishable records 
of the American stage, William Winter 
said: 


“Ellen Terry's Portia long ago be- 
came a precious memory. The part 
makes no appeal to the tragic depths 
of her nature, but it awakens her fine 
sensibility, stimulates the nimble play 
of her intellect, and cordially promotes 
that royal exultation in the affluence 
of physical vitality. and of spiritual 
freedom that so often seems to lift her 
above the common earth. There have 
been moments when it seemed not 
amiss to apply Shakespeare’s own 
beautiful simile to the image of queen- 
like refinement, soft womanhood and 
spiritualized intellect that this won- 
derful actress presented—‘as if an 
angel dropped down from the clouds.’ 
Her Portia was stately, yet fascinating; 
a woman to inspire awe and yet to 
every heart. Nearer to 
Shakespeare’s meaning than that no 
actress can ever go. The large, rich, 
superb manner never invalidated the 
gentle bandishments of her sex. The 
repressed ardor, the glowing suspense, 
the beautiful modesty and candor with 
which she awaited the decision of the 
casket scene, showed her to be indeed 
all woman, and worthy of a true man’s 
love. Here was no paltering of a 
puny nature with great feelings and a 
great experience.”
